Chicago, Nov. 8.—Small in numbers

Bishop C. D. Foss, president of the 
board, was to be seen in the auditorium, 
and the recording secretary, Rev. Dr. J. 
S. J. McConnell, of Philadelphia, and 
the corresponding secretary, Rev. A. J. 
Kynett, also of Philadelphia, were pres­ 
ent on the platform. 
Dr. McConnell read the treasurer’s 
report of the receipts and disburse­ 
ments of the board from Nov. I, 1894, 
to Oct. 31,1895.

The Reports to This Effect 
Have 
Caused Uneasiness 
Among 
the 
Other Treaty Powers—Dissatisfac­ 
tion in Turkey Spreading Among 
All Classes. 
Constantinople, Nov. 8.—There is a 
report here, apparently well founded, 
which causes uneasiness not only to 
the Turkish government, but to 
the 
treaty powers also. It is said that un­ 
less there is an amelioration of the 
condition of affairs Russia will occupy 
Armenia simultaneously with the hold­ 
ing of the European conference. 
The most grave turn in recent events 
lies in 
the fact, established beyond 
doubt, that the dissatisfaction extended 
to the army and navy, and that the 
palace officials are well aware of this 
fact and are in a state of the greatest 
alarm. Nobody here would be aston­ 
ished to hear at any moment of an out­ 
break in the palace itself; in fact, peo­ 
ple who are well versed in Turkish af­ 
fairs assert that this is among the im­ 
mediate probabilities, and that only a 
prompt show of force upon the part of 
the European fleets can avert it. 
The Constantinople correspondent of 
the London Standard sends an inter­ 
view with Said Pasha, in which he says 
he could not claim that the Turkish ad­ 
ministration was snow white, but it was 
certainly not as black as it was painted. 
The ministers, he said, were working 
hard to carry out the scheme of reforms 
and counted upon Britain’s generosity 
not to increase the difficulties by en­ 
couraging the revolutionary Armenians, 
who, instead of being grateful for the 
concessions that had been made, were 
in open revolt throughout Asia.

During the year applica­ 
tions from eighty-five churches for 
donations and loans aggregating $57,- 
800 had been refused for lack of funds 
or other reasons. The greatest receipts 
for church extension work in any one 
year were in 1892, when they aggregat­ 
ed $206,371.91, declining since then be­ 
cause of the business depression, but 
showing a slight increase in 1895 over 
the preceding year. The largest re­ 
ceipts from conference collections were 
$158,940.27, also in 1892. 
The report showed that eighty less 
churches have been aided during the 
last year than during the preceding 
year, and 234 less than during the year 
before that. This decline arises partly 
out of reduced receipts and partly out 
of large grants to 
a 
few churches. 
Continuing, the report makes this start­ 
ling charge of churches’ ingratitude to 
churches: 
“Since the organization of 
this work we have aided 9,767 churches. 
We fear that a majority of the churches 
adied are as forgetful as were the nine
